That Mid-week Prayer Meeting 


How easy to find excuses for staying 
away from the weekly prayer meeting! 
Using his skill in satire and gift for vivid 
expression, Spurgeon mercilessly ex- 
posed several of these in an imaginary 
description quoted recently on the 
French calendar,’ Méditations Quotidi- 
ennes. “A few years ago, the journal, 
Sowing and Reaping, reported this thrust 
of Spurgeon’s, as to ‘those who neglect 
prayer meetings’ in terms about like 
this* ‘We remind you of the meeting 
for prayer and Bible study, Wednesday 
evening, in the little hall. Dear brothers 
and sisters, I exhort you all to come to 
the meetings of the week.’ Here is how 
some of the ‘dear brethren’ responded to 
the pastor’s appeal. Brother A, fearing 
the rain, found it more prudent to stay 
at home. Thursday evening it was rain- 
ing too, but he took his family in a car- 


riage to the Academy, to hear Mr. X 
speak on ‘The Intelligence of Lobsters.’ 
Brother B, too tired on this certain Wed- 
nesday, spent the whole evening making 
a sled for his little John. Sister C, being 
afraid of slipping, didn’t dare to go out, 
but the next morning I saw her trotting 
off to the modiste. She had put a pair 
of old stockings on over her shoes. 
Three-fourths of the assembly stayed at 
home, but God blessed those who took 
the trouble to come. Each absentee was 
represented by an empty chair. But God 
does not bless empty chairs.” While 
Spurgeon’s language may seem a bit old- 
fashioned, yet these excuses have their 
counterparts today; and they show that

too often we do not have really good 
reasons for staying away from the 
church prayer meeting. Perhaps it does 
have its drawbacks—too long prayers, 
the same people praying every time, the 
pastor talking too long—but the object 
of it is prayer, which is most worthy 
and one of God’s ordained channels of 
blessing. Every one of us needs to re- 
member this exhortation: “And let us 
consider one another to provoke unto 
love and to good works: not forsaking 
the assembling of ourselves together, as 
the manner of some is; but exhorting 
one another: and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching” (Heb. 10: 
24, 25).

V. THe BAPTISM OF THE SPIRIT 


ERE is not one of us who would 

wish to quibble about a subject of 
this kind. We all recognize that 
there is a blessing for us beyond what 
we have ever received, that it is condi- 
tioned, and that as we meet the condi- 
tions we enter into definite blessing. But 
if this divine Spirit has been pleased to 
present the truth in certain terms, and 
to reserve these terms for certain aspects 
of His work for, in, and through us, 
should we nut be at pains to understand 
these terms and use them carefully? 
Take this matter of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. I would call your attention 
to the fact that it is spoken of in each 
of the Gospels and in the first chapter 
of the Acts, and always prophetically. 
“He shall baptize you with the Holy 
Spirit.” But never, after Acts 1, is there 
any prophetic reference to the baptism. 
But turning to 1 Corinthians 12:13 
(AS.V.), we read, “For in one Spirit 
were we all baptized into one body.” 
Part of the force of the declaration is in

the fact that it occurs in the Letter to 
Corinth. If there is such a blessing as 
the baptism of the Spirit that a believer 
may be without and should seek to ob- 
tain, surely: there would be some Scrip- 
ture to indicate it, some passage in which 
we would be exhorted to seek and to re- 
ceive such a baptism; but there is no 
such passage. On the contrary, the 
apostle writes to this church, living so 
far below the level intended for Chris- 
tians, “For in one Spirit were we all 
baptized into one body”; and the tense 
employed points to a time and to an 
event which is unmistakable. 

Now we have those passages in Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke, John, and Acts 1, 
pointing on, and this passage pointing 
back; where do the two meet? Unques- 
tionably they meet in the Day of Pente- 


cost. What happened on the Day of 
Pentecost? There were believers before 
that event. One hundred and twenty 


met in the upper room and we read of 
about five hundred in Galilee. There 
may have been thousands. But they 
were unit believers, not an organism. 
However, when Christ ascended and the 
Spirit descended, when Pentecost came, 
all these unit believers were constituted 
a mystical Body for Christ. The Church 
was born on the Day of Pentecost, and 
since then the Church has been the Body, 
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of which Christ is the Head, and two of 
the profoundest Epistles in the New Tes- 
tament are devoted to the exposition of 
this subject—Ephesians and Colossians— 
Ephesians laying the emphasis on the 
Body, and Colossians on the Head. In 
1 Corinthians 12, this Body and the Head 
together are called “the Christ”—the 
only place—and it is very significant. 
The risen Lord in Glory and the true 
Church here on earth constitute “the 
Christ,” Head and Body. 

But how were all unit members con- 
stituted the Body of Christ on the Day 
of Pentecost? By the baptism of the 
Spirit. Pentecost was the inauguration 
of an age. An illustration of this we 
find in 1 Corinthians 10, where it says, 
speaking of the Israelites, that they 
“were all baptized unto Moses in the 
cloud and in the sea.” Moses stood for 
the inauguration of a dispensation, and 
the cloud was a symbol of it. So on the 
Day of Pentecost all the unit believers 
were constituted the Body of Christ by 
being baptized unto God in the Spirit. 

Do not let us confuse the baptism and 
the fullness; they are opposite figures. 
By baptism the thing in view is to be 
put into the element, but in the fullness 
the element is to be put into the thing. 
The figures are opposite, and so could 
never be intended to represent one and 
the same thing. 

Every believer, therefore, was at Pen- 
tecost baptized by the Spirit into a Body 
for Christ and every believer shares in 
the blessing of that baptism in the 
moment of his regeneration; in that 
moment he becomes a member of 
Christ’s mystical Body. It is not an ex- 
perience that one can define; indeed it 
is not something that anybody is con- 
scious of at the time; but the truth is 
unfolded later when we are better able 
to understand it. 

What happened in that great moment 
of regeneration? Something more than 
a passing from death to life, something 
more than being delivered from the 
kingdom of darkness into light. Many 
blessings come upon us in that hour and 
moment, and this is one of them, that we 
were made members of Christ’s mystical 
Body, and so had our share in the bap- 
tism of the Spirit. 


VI. THE FULLNESS OF THE SPIRIT 
Now let us turn to the sixth point. 
“Be not drunk with wine, wherein is 
excess; but be filled with the Spirit” 
(Eph. 5:18). Here is a clear exhorta- 
tion, and an exhortation to Christian 
men and women. Here is something 
that I may have or may not have. If 
every believer by virtue of being a be- 
liever, is filled with the Holy Spirit, 
there is no point in the exhortation; but 
it is clear that one can be a believer 
without being filled with the Holy Spirit. 
My security is not affected by my not 
being filled; but a great deal is affected, 
as for example, the quality of the life I 
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live, the nature of the reward I shall re- 
ceive at last, the scope of the good that 
I may do, and much more. 

You say, “Do you mean to say that it 
is possible for a man or woman to be a 
true believer and to go through life and 
die and go to Heaven without ever hav- 
ing been filled with the Holy Spirit?” I 
say emphatically,: “Yes.” These Ephe- 
sian believers were exhorted to seek a 
blessing which is called the fullness of 
the Spirit. What was, and is, meant by 
that? This, in plain terms: “Let the 
spirit be in possession and control of 
you. Be filled with the Spirit.” When you 
have a glass full of water, the water is 
in possession of the glass, and the illus- 
tration can carry us only so far; but 
when the content is the Holy Spirit, 
moral, rational, personal, divine, you 
have the idea of control, in addition to 
that of possession. 

I confess I have read much on this 
subject that has only mystified me, ap- 
peal being made rather to the emotions 
than to the intelligence. But faith must 
have an intellectual basis; we must know 
what is required of us, what God ex- 
pects, and how we may meet it. “Let 
the Spirit possess and control” means, 
“Let Him take your mind and think 
through it; let Him take your heart and 
feel through it; let Him take your con- 
science and judge through it: let Him 
take your will and act through it; let 
Him take the whole man and use you 
as He may please.” 

That may be done without a ripple of 
emotion. I do not believe that any of 
these blessings are conditioned upon the 
varying temperaments. Some people are 
more emotional than others. Are the 
less emotional robbed of blessing? Not 
at all. Scottish, or Welsh, or English, or 
any other, we can come to this truth col- 
lectedly and calmy, and, understanding 
what is meant, can respond to what is 
required. Then let the Spirit who has 
been given, the Spirit by whom you are 
sealed, the Spirit by whom you are in- 
dwelt, the Spirit who is the earnest of 
your inheritance, the Spirit by whom you 
are baptized into the Body of Christ, let 
Him possess and control your mind, and 
heart, and conscience, and will. That is 
what is’ enjoined. 

I am sure the Holy Spirit will forgive 
us if we call the blessing the “baptism,” 
instead of the “fullness”; but let us 
straighten out our terms. The thing that 
matters supremely, of course, is the 
blessing, whatever name you call it, but 
I think there is a blessing in calling it 
by its proper name. 

VII. THE ANOINTING OF THE SPIRIT 

The only other term to be considered 
is in 2 Corinthians 1:21, “Now he which 
stablisheth us with you in Christ, and 
hath anointed us, is God.” 

You will recall that in the old dispen- 
sation the priest, the prophet, and the king

“We are happy to report that our en- 
rollment is larger than ever this fall, 
over 350 students; that we are seeking 
accreditation from the Western College 
Association this year; and that we are 
entering upon a building program. The 
Lord has blessed Westmont spiritually 
as well and has sent us some unusual 
students. We are maintaining a high 
standard academically and spiritually on 
the campus.” .

creasing all over the world. Mil- 

lions now read who could not read 
a year ago. It is estimated by some that 
a million people every week are learn- 
ing to read. The printed page is of 
little use as a missionary weapon where 
little or no reading is done. 

The Lord Jesus was a teacher. His 
great commission was to go and teach. 
The true missionary from the earliest 
days of modern missions has been a 
teacher. He has gone, as Christ did, to 
men everywhere. He has given this 
message again and again until it was un- 
derstood. That is teaching. 

This method of Gospel propagation is 
greatly enhanced when the hearers are 
literate, for the blessings of the written 
Word are then opened up to them. 

A fully indigenous church needs to be 
a literate church. It must be a church 
capable of study, not only of God's 
Word, but also the many Bible study 
helps. The Christian Church in many 
parts of the world today is being con- 
fronted with a choice of ideologies. It 
is important that it be a literate, edu- 
cated church.

The Challenge We Face Today 

Paul was one who taught, studied, and 
wrote profusely. In fact, the founda- 
tion of our missionary work comes from 
the fourteen letters he wrote, along with 
the writings of others of his time. Not 
only was the New Testament produced, 
during the first century, but also many 
other works, making it necessary to es- 
tablish the canon as we know it today. 

Then came the Dark Ages when there 
was little writing. Illiteracy and igno- 
rance were widespread. Very little use 
was made of the written word. The light 
came with the Reformation, and with 
the Reformation, writing; an emphasis on 
the Word of God; the industrial revolu- 
tion; and printing presses. More and 
more, the Bible became available for the 
man in the street. 

Today we face this challenge. The 
whole Bible is available in the languages 
of 90 per cent of the world’s population. 
This is the estimate of Dr. Eugene Nida, 
Secretary for Translations, American 
Bible Society. Another 5 per cent, he 
says, has some portion of the Word. The 
task we face now is supplying the neces- 
sary Bible study helps as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

According to UNESCO figures, 45 per 
cent to 55 per cent of the world’s popu- 
lation is now illiterate. The world is 
gradually becoming more and more lit- 
erate. These figures also might be lower 
if we were to consider literacy as being

the ability to read only. So many of the 
countries listed have had very rigid re- 
quirements for literacy, not only in- 
cluding reading and writing, but the 
ability to write a short letter. 

Now it is said that 100 people learn to 
read every minute, a million every week, 
52 million a year. It is also said that the 
world population net increase is over 
110,000 people per day, 770,000 per week, 
40 million a year. This would seem to 
indicate that fundamental educational 
and literacy programs are keeping ahead 
of population increases at present rates. 
Would te God that our Christian litera- 
ture production were doing as well! 

It may be argued that this won’t con- 
tinue. The rate of population increase 
per day ten years from now will be 
greater than it is today. This, of course, 
is true, but much of the increase will be 
in areas where compulsory free educa- 
tion exists or may exist soon. In any 
case, the rate of increase in literacy is 
also jumping forward. According to a 
UNESCO publication, “Progress of Lit- 
eracy in Various Countries,” the rate of 
decrease of illiteracy varies from very 
little in some countries to an amazing de- 
crease in others. No country listed 
shows increasing illiteracy. 

Many countries, encouraged by UNES- 
CO, are developing rapidly some form of 
compulsory education. This. is having, 
and will continue to have, a marked effect 
on the number of new literates. In South 
Africa, for instance, at the present time, 
among the native population, we find 
the figure to be 28 per cent literate. 
However, 40 per cent of the children are 
in school. In a generation, the govern- 
ment expects to have in operation a sys- 
tem of compulsory free education pro- 
viding for 100 per cent of the children 
in’ South Africa. This means that, 
ideally, we may be facing nearly 100 per 
cent literacy among the African people 
of South Africa within a generation. 

This may seem to you to be almost 
impossible, but I would remind you that 
Russia, in 1922, during the time of Lenin, 
was only 9 per cent literate. In 1935, 
Stalin announced that 95 per cent of the 
people were literate. He made it il-

legal to be illiterate. Incidentally, at 
that time, they built the greatest police 
state the world has ever seen. They did 
it on the basis of printed propaganda. 

In the Belgian Congo, 75 per cent of 
the rising generation is literate. 

Newsweek has estimated that in 32 
years the world’s population will have 
more than doubled, from 2,800,000,000 
now to 6,600,000,000. Others dare to sug- 
gest that within 50 years illiteracy may 
have been wiped off the face of the earth. 

There is today an increasing host of 
new iterates creating a _ literature 
vacuum. Will these minds, now athirst, 
be privileged to drink of the Water of 
Life in the form of the printed page 
which they so desperately need? Liter- 
acy campaigns, all over the world, are 
now contributing to this stampede to- 
ward literacy. Dr. Laubach’s “each one 
teach one” method has captured the im- 
agination of millions. By his technique 
more than 60 million have become lit- 
erate. He fears there will be 800 million 
adults in the world crying for something 
to read before the Christian Church 
wakes up to its opportunity. 

Typical of literacy programs assisted 
by UNESCO is a government training 
program in Colombia, South Amensica. 
They are now teaching 200,000 people to 
read and write by means of 6,000 radio 
schools. Another 10,000 schools are being 
planned to reach a million adults. It 
takes approximately six months to teach 


* an illiterate adult to read and write, with 


a daily broadcast lesson of about 80 
minutes. 


The Great Increase in Literacy 

All of this has prompted some his- 
torians to say that the most significant 
event in our generation is the 100 million 
adults who have been taught to read. 

Although about half of the world’s 
population today is illiterate, there are 
approximately 200 million more literates 
now than there were 25 years ago. 

A new literate has an insatiable desire 
to read and confidence in everything he 
sees in print. Men everywhere in these 
countries where literacy programs are 
operative have a tremendous desire to 
read. The Delhi Public Library, a crea- 
tion of UNESCO and the Indian Govern- 
ment, has proved this. After four years, 
they have 2,300 readers a day. For 78 
per cent of these, it was the first library 
they had ever seen. They now have over 
60,000 books in English, Urdu, and 
Hindi, and serve 70,000 people a month 
with a staff of 47. 

In South Africa the people are hun- 
gry for good literature. I have stood in 
the gold mines compounds and in an 
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afternoon handed out thousands of tracts. 
I have never had one refused. I have 
never seen an African pass up a tract, 
mutilate one, or throw one away. They 
are hungry. 

An old man comes to me and says: 
“Missionary, I do not know how to read, 
but a little boy back at my home goes 
to school. Will you give me one, 
please?” I give it to him. He ques- 
tions me as to whether it is his own lan- 
guage. I say, “Yes, it is your language.” 
He also’ purchases a Gospel of John. 
He takes it back to his room and puts 
it into a little box. There he is collect- 
ing curios. He werks in the city now, 
but his old home is back in the country. 
When his contract is finished in the mine, 
he puts his box on his head and takes his 
belongings back to his country home—out 
into the hinterland of Swaziland, or 
Zululand, up into the mountains of 
Basutoland, north to Tanganyika, to An- 
gola, or to Nyasaland—from whence he 
came. There he gathers around him his 
friends and his family, opens his box, 
and begins taking out the things he has 
brought back from the city of gold. 
Eventually he brings out this Gospel 
tract and the Gospel of John in his lan- 
guage, which he has purchased from me. 
Then he calls the little boy who has been 
away at boarding school and learned 
how to read. That boy back there in 
the bush, where there has never been a 
missionary and may never be a 
preacher of the Gospel, reads the Word 
of God to his people. 

Not long ago, the “Light of Life” Bible 
correspondence courses were printed in 
three languages in South Africa. We 
went about seeing if this were an effec- 
tive way of reaching men for Christ in 
South Africa. The response has been 
unusual. Since we were just a few mis- 
sionaries handling the course, we simply 
made it known that these courses were 
available, with virtually no publicity. 
Within a few months over 3,000 people 
had enrolled in this course. In about a 
year and a half the enrollment was well 
over 9,000. 

Not only does the new literate have 
an insatiable desire to read, but he also 
believes virtually everything he reads. 
If he believes it all, how important what 
he reads! This is the day of awakening 
for the non-white peoples of the world. 
Certainly one of the most significant 
things that happened during 1955 was 
that conference which took place at Ban- 
dung on the island of Java. The non- 
white leaders of more than half the 
population of the world gathered to- 
gether to consider their position in to- 
day’s society of nations. We need to 
take note that as these people wake up, 
as they arouse themselves, as they rub 
their eyes and begin to make decisions, 
we need to provide them -with some- 
thing adequate to read. We need to 
provide for the new literate who needs 
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something written simply and in a basic 
type of lahguage. We need something 
to appeal to the intelligentsia from 
whence we may draw our leaders. 

I would like then to suggest that: 


Since we are apparently losing the 
race against time, . . . for we are cer- 
tainly not reaching for the Lord the 
increase in population, said to be al- 
most 110,000 per day, and... 

Since we believe the Gospel to be for 
all people, . . . and none of us dis- 
putes this, and... 

Since we need a strategy aimed at 
reaching everyone, and not 
merely an indiscriminate attempt with 
little or no hope of completing the 
task . . . it would seem logical to 
assume that this great rise in literacy 
is a God-given means, a key strategy, 
which we may, yes, must employ with 
all our co-operative planning, re- 
sources, and prayer.

As we use the evangelical printed 
page we can reach all ages. We can 
reach all classes from the new literate 
to the well-informed intelligentsia, and 
thus draw leadership for an indigenous 
church. May this not be a primary 
methed of completing the Bride of 
Christ? This is exactly the kind of work 
the Communists have done and continue 
to do. According to reports of Time, 
Communist sources spent approximately 
$1.21 per person in the world for litera- 
ture propaganda in a recent year. Their 
intention for 1956 is to print sufficient 
literature to provide four pieces for 
every man, woman, and child in the 
world. 

World evangelism is an overwhelming 
task. How can it be done? Literature 
is not the whole answer. But what aid 
to-evangelism could be less expensive 
and more opportune?

Ill. Russia in the Light of Prophecy

HE problem of Russia’s fall will 

never be understood without a close 
study of chapters 36 and 37 of Ezekiel. 
First, there is to be a second exodus of 
Israel, greater by far than the exodus 
under Moses. God is going to gather His 
earthly people from every country 
where they have been oppressed, some- 
times far worse than by ancient Phar- 
aoh, and bring them to His gathering 
center—the land of Palestine (Ezek. 36: 
24).1 “So shall the waste cities be filled 
with men” (v. 38). Israel is yet to play 
her part in the future of this world. God 
is the God of revival. Though the Devil 
has wrecked all God’s purpose through 
the malignity of his hateful heart, God 
is yet going to raise these wrecks of sin 
and time from the scrap pile and restore 
that backslidden nation that once shone 
so brightly for Him in the days of old. 
He will find the source of mercy in Him- 
self—“I will.” 

In this great scene on Mount Olivet, 
Israel is to receive an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit.2 Regenerated by the Spirit 
of God, cleansed in the fountain for sin 
and uncleanness, she will come forth 
washed whiter than the snow (Zech. 
13:1). The startling vision of Messiah’s 
wounded hands will bring the nation to 
its knees, and contrition will bring sobs 
from every heart. In deep repentance,

the language of Isaiah 53 will break forth 
from her lips. There will be a rehabita- 
tion of Palestine and the reunion of Is- 
rael will take place. No more divided, 
“scattered and peeled,” she will have 
one King and one Shepherd. The events 
described in Ezekiel 37 seem, as it were, 
a dream, yet God.is going to bring these 
things to pass in His own time. The 
union of Judah and Ephraim here fore- 
told wil] some day become a glorious 
reality. The table of shewbread with its 
twelves loaves silently proclaimed that 
all the twelve tribes are one in the pres- 
ence of her God, sustained and held by 
the table, a beautiful type of Christ her 
Messiah (Exod. 25:23-30; Lev. 24:5-9). 
There is to be a revival and resurrec- 
tion of Israel as pictured by the valley 
of dry bones. Impossibilities with man 
are not impossibilities with Almighty 
God. This awakening is vividly de- 
scribed in Ezekiel 37. All is hopeless 
until God comes in. God holds the keys 
that will unlock her graves. It takes 
the Spirit of God to resurrect these dry 
bones, and from the silence of her na- 
tional graveyard this great army shall 
come forth, living and indwelt by the 
Holy Spirit. 

If we can understand when Israel is 
to pass through these experiences, our 
problem is solved as to when Russia and 
her allied armies will make their on- 
slaught on the land of Palestine. There 
is only one place in prophecy into which 
this event can fit, and that is between 
the Battle of Armageddon and the be- 
ginning of the Millennium. By the 1,260 
days of the 70th week of Daniel’s pro- 
phetic weeks, that is, the last half of

Lesson for November 4 


that week (Dan. 7:25; 12:7; Rev. 13:5; 
19:19, 20), the Great Tribulation and its 
horrors will have come to an end, 
abruptly interrupted by the glorious 
Advent of the Messiah, and He will 
have triumphed over all His foes. Be- 
tween the end of those days and the 
start of the Millennium a number of 
days are mentioned by Daniel (12:11, 
12)—at least forty-five days or about one 
and one-half months before the glori- 
ous days of the Millennium will begin. 
This is a sort of transitional period, such 
as has often occurred in past dispensa- 
tions. Apparently God. wants to “clean 
house” before His Son begins His reign 
of one thousand years. 

The prophetic picture here seems clear, 
The battle of Armageddon has been 
fought, the delivering Messiah has con- 
quered all His enemies, Israel has been 
saved from destruction, Jerusalem’s siege 
has ended, and the Western Confederacy 
has been smashed to shivers, and now 
Palestine enters into rest. But as yet 
Israel has not had time to consolidate 
her spoils and build her walls and erect 
her gates. Seeing these conditions, Rus- 
sia fixes her greedy eye on Israel's 
newly redeemed land, thinking it will 
be “easy picking” to grab the immense 
spoil brought there by the mighty 
armies that fought at Armageddon.3 

The student of prophecy must ever 
remember that the Holy Spirit does not 
always give a complete picture in proph- 
ecy. He does not fill in all the minor 
details as we might wish. However, 
given the outstanding events, we are 
enabled from other Scriptures to com- 
plete the picture. So we find it here. 
The predicted attack coming between 
the restoration of Israel to her Promised 
Land and the building of her Millennial 
temple, the time is placed with that 


divine accuracy peculiar alone to the | 


Holy Scriptures.4 Therefore, laying 
aside idle speculation, the Bible student 
need not depend on the reports of radios, 
newspapers, and voices heard on every 
hand because he holds in his hand the 
blueprints of the future, traced by an 
omniscient God. 

The rebirth of Israel at the second 
advent of Christ will be the signal that 
the time of Russia’s death has now 
come,5 that God Himself is to be the 
undertaker who will bury the haughty, 
blasphemous leader of this nation and 
his hordes of armed cavalry amid the 
mountains of Palestine. Russia’s formid- 
able armies, armed to the teeth, will be 
interred, mantled in their robes of 
wicked Communism. 

When Israel’s national life begins, 
Russia’s national life ends. When Is- 
rael’s shame is ended ‘and her feet wan- 
der no more, Russia, her avowed enemy, 
meets her doom and falls to rise no more. 

From the description in Ezekiel 38 





8 Revelation 19; Zechariah 14; Ezekiel 38:11. 
4 Ezekiel, chapters 40 to 48. 
5 Ezekiel 37:1-14; Hosea 6:2. 
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and 39, Russia is to become the leader 
of the mighty nations of the north with 
hordes of trained soldiers marching un- 
der her banner, probably the greatest 
military machine the world has ever 
seen. These troops will ascend in that 
terrible advance, confident of an easy 
success (chap, 38:9). Like a cloud they 
will cover the land (v. 16). If this re- 
fers to a cloud of planes, then how help- 
less Israel will be. It is best not to in- 
dulge in idle speculation; suffice it to say 
it will be the last dark cloud for the 
people of God, and it will have its sil- 
ver lining. Soon after, God’s cloud of 
glory appears over those storm-rent 
skies never to pass away again (Ezek. 
43: 2-4). 

That these events lie in the future is 
clear, because the time is stated—“the 
latter years” (Ezek. 38:8). It-is to occur 
in the “latter days” (v. 16). The condi- 
tions stated here of Israel’s restoration 
cannot happen until her Messiah as de- 
liverer descends to rescue her from the 
Gentile powers under dragon power 
(Rev. 12; Zech, 14; Isa. 63). It may seem 
difficult for some to reconcile Ezekiel’s 
prophecy with present-day affairs for 
the simple reason that some of the 
world powers named here are not in 
Sympathy with Russia today. Turkey 
has always been one of Russia’s bitter- 
est enemies, as seen in the history of 
the battles of the Crimea and Sebastopol. 
Germany, now divided by Russia, is be- 
coming bitter against her former ally, 
and may seek at any opportunity to 
avenge the wrongs committed against 
her. But conditions change overnight, 
and the plans of men seldom are real- 
ized. The mature plans of the most far- 
seeing statesmen often prove to be wild 
dreams and guesses, but the calm, clear 
statements of an omniscient God always 
come true, though seemingly all is con- 
trary to fulfillment.

were anointed for the service that each 
was to render. Anointing in both Testa- 
ments is related specially, I do not say 
exclusively, to service. What really hap- 
pened at Jesus’ baptism? Not the infill- 
ing of the Spirit, for there was never a 
moment when He was not thus filled. As 
even John the Baptist was filled with the 
Spirit from his mother’s womb, we \can- 
not imagine a moment when Jesus was 
not filled; yet there was a Spirit-blessing 
at His baptism. What was it? Surely it 
was an anointing for service, an endue- 
ment for the ministry that was about 
to open. 

Then do I need a blessing of anointing 
for service? Well, the priest of old 
needed it, and the prophet needed it, and. 
the king needed it. Have we any ground 
for supposing that we do not need it? 
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My dear people, we must recognize that 
we are putting a good deal into the serv- 
ice of Christ and getting very little out 
of it. I have often felt that no good 
businessman would ever put the time 
and energy into his business that we put 
into our Christian service and be content 
to get’so little in return. If it were not 
a going concern, if it were not paying, 
he would stop to think what adjust- 
ments needed to be made. But we are 
content to labor on through weeks, and 
months, and years without result, until 
we come into a state in which we do not 
expect any blessing. 

A man went to Mr. Spurgeon and said, 
“Mr. Spurgeon, I never have any conver- 
sions.” Spurgeon said, “Do you expect 
them?” “No, I do not.” “Then that is 
why you do not get them.” I do not 
know whether that is a complete an- 
swer. There are many factors that have 
to be taken into consideration, but I do 
believe—I believe it for myself, and I 
think you must believe it for yousself— 
we cannot claim that all is well with us, 
that the fault is somewhere other than 
in ourselves. Do I seek and receive 
an anointing for ministry? Do I go to 
service conscious that I am commis- 
sioned, utterly indifferent to what people 
may say, praise or blame, indifferent to 
whether the place is half empty or full? 
My business is with the Commissioned; 
and if He be pleased to anoint me, then 
the end cannot be missed, 

I have known men who were anointed. 
Never shall I forget Richard Weaver, 
that converted prize fighter and miner. 
I can see him still, going up the aisle and 
on to the platform with a face like the 
sun. I can hear him saying, “I have two 
doctors with me. They say I may drop 
dead. That will be glory.” Then he be- 
gan to preach the evangel, and long be- 
fore he was through, people were get- 
ting up and going down the aisles into 
the vestries till all were packed with @- 
quiring souls. Surely he had received 
an anointing! 

Finney said he believed no man should 
preach without getting results, and Spur- 
geon said that he never preached a ser- 
mon which did not bring some men and 
women to Christ. Where are we going 
to put the blame if that is so no longer 
—on ourselves, or on others or on both? 
Truly we need anointing! 

How much we have, beyond any dis- 
pute: the gift, the seal, the indweller, 
the earnest, and the baptism! Only two 
things are enjoined upon us to complete 
this matter: be filled for life, be 
anointed for service, If every Christian 
man and woman in this great metropolis 
were to receive the infilling and the 
anointing of the Holy Spirit, nobody 
could forecast the results. It would 
change the course of human history. 
Desperately do we need it in this hour 
of transition, when multitudes are grop- 
ing their way toward a “new order” that

She shows how Ming not only dreamed 
but acted and with God-given courage, 
when the guerrillas captured him. And 
how Ah Lin learned that tomorrow’s 
dreams come true only after patient 
labor today. Then Pedro of Manila under- 
stood that the best dreams must be tied 
to the call of God, while Aung Min discov- 
ered that dreaming and hard work are 
twins. Also Jake Nanmarki found that 
a true Christian can himself be a dream 
gift to his people. The stories major 
on group experiments in agriculture, hy- 
giene, and education in the lands that 
so greatly need practical help along 
these lines, 


Teen-Agers Pray. By William Kramer. 
(Concordia Pub. House, St. Louis 18; $1.) 
A most attractive book for the high 
school age is this dainty volume of short, 
suitable prayers. They have been writ- 
ten by pastors and teachers who under- 
stand the needs of young people, and 
@me are by the young folks themselves. 
They cover a wide range of subjects, 
spiritual and temporal—for a Thankful 
Heart, Help in Finding Good Friends, 
Before a Date, for Success in School, and 
When Feeling Low, and so on. Espe- 
cially helpful for devotional reading is 
the section of seven prayers on the peti- 
tions in the Lord’s Prayer. The eighty- 
two prayers are classified under seven 
sections, and all are truly Christian, rev- 
erent, spiritual, and. intensely practical. 
The language is from the heart, and very 
informal. 


Stand By, Boys! By K. Norel. (Wm. 
B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, 
Mich., $1.25.) This true story of Hol- 
land’s fight against the sea is written for 
young people. It tells how the Nether- 
lands has taken thousands of acres from 
the bottom of the ocean and turned them 
into thrifty farms, and then how, in Feb- 
ruary, 1953, the raging waters broke 
through the dikes. Two young boys, Len 
and Art, gave the alarm, and later as 
the school principal shouted his call,

“Stand by, boys,” they joined with many 
others, who literally held back the sea 
through the long hours of the night. But 
water had broken through in other 
places.

Out of the Jungle. By Josephine Hope 
Westervelt. (Vantage Press, Inc., New 
York 1; $3.) Fifteen-year-old Bart Gilley 
lived with his missionary parents in Af- 
rica, but, far from being a helper, the 

* boy hobnobbed entirely with pagans, re- 
fusing to work or study. His troubled 
parents sent him to school in America, 
but he remained still the lazy, unco- 
operative braggart. Back in Africa Bart 
schemed with his pals to run away to 
the coast, collecting elephant tusks on 
the way. Having first stolen money and 
supplies, the boys slipped away while 
the missionary and others were out after 
a lion. In vain the heartbroken parents 
searched and prayed. Weeks passed and 
the prodigal was brought to death’s door 
before discovery by a native evangelist. 
And now at last Bart was truly con- 
verted. So real was his consecration 
to the work of God that, in the following 
years of study, Satan was unable to 
trick him into marrying the wrong girl. 
A story of warning to those parents who 
neglect the comradeship and discipline of 
their children, and of comfort for those 
suffering from such failure. 


Blow, Bugies, Blow. By Merritt Parme- 
lee Allen. (Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., 
New York 3; $3.) While Rickert O’Shay is 
the leading character in this gripping 

~story of Civil War days, there are illumi- 
nating glimpses of many interesting fig- 
ures such as Generals Grant, Lee, and 
Custer, and particularly Phil Sha@pidan. 
Rick, an orphan with only an unhappy 
and impoverished boyhood behind him, 
was glad to enlist in the army, where his 
great love for horses opened for him an 
opportunity that led to happy associa- 
tion and ultimate~advancement. The 
author, a student of history, has given 
a vivid and authentic portrayal of those 
stirring days, favoring neither one side 
nor the other. It is a good, clean story, 
vivid and thrilling, which, while por- 
traying some unspeakable horrors of 
war, yet reveals the noble characteris- 
tics of leaders and men, and their cour- 
age, heroism, and human kindliness even 
‘in the days of battle. 


Mighty Mite Books. (Moody Press, 
Chicago 10; 35 cents each.) Children’s 
Book of Bible Stories. Fourteen short 
sketches of such Bible characters as 
Adam and Eve, Noah, Abraham and Lot, 
Joseph, Moses, and others are told for 
little folks. Dear Little Children. A 
rhyme, a verse of Scripture, and a pic- 
ture on each page teach the children that 
even little tots can learn to know and 
love God. Jesus’ Gifts to Me. There are 
three sections dealing with (1) parents, 
playmates, food, home, Jesus, the Bible, 
and Sunday school; (2) Living With 
Jesus; (3) Things God Made—all pre- 
sented in such a way that little children 
will early realize that Jesus Christ is 
really their best Friend. Joseph and His 
Brothers. An abbreviated sketch of-the 
life of a favorite Bible character of the 
Old Testament. Stories of Jesus for 
Children. Fourteen short sketches from 
the life of Christ. We Worship Together. 
Daddy reads the Bible—God’s Word. We 
learn our verses, sing of Jesus and His 
love, pray aloud with Mother and 
Daddy, and attend Sunday school and 
church. 

All of these little books are illustrated 
with colored pictures. 


Four at Fourways. By Audrey Dines. 
(Victory Press, Clapham Crescent, Lon- 
don, S.W. 4; 5/7.) Jacqueline Travers 
came back from boarding school to spend 
the summer in her large, beautiful home 
with her sad and lonely father. She 
discovered that a minister and his fam- 
ily had moved into the estate™next to 
them, and the three children there made 
life very happy for her. All sorts of 
activities were planned. Best of all was 
the minister-father’s meeting for his 
Bible class boys in his home each week. 
Jacqueline came to desire to be a real 
Christian, and finding Christ changed 
her heart and her home. Some startling 
happenings took place, and Denis Hardy, 
the preacher’s eldest boy, was rushed to 
the hospital. Here, by an odd circum- 
stance, Jacqueline discovered her long- 
lost brother Frank, and the now happy 
father was a changed man. This attrac- 
tive story is laid in rural England. 


Ginger and the Witch Doctor. By Dor- 
othy Grunbock Johnston. (Scripture 
Press, Chicago 5; $1.) A multitude of 
young readers have followed the jour- 
neyings of “Ginger” through several 
countries. In this latest tale, Ginger 
travels through Ethiopia with a mission- 
ary. Through the windows of the little 
train, she and her companions see many 
strange and interesting sights. But 
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when Miss Marge, the missionary, and 
her caravan party start out on mule- 
back for several days journey through 
the forest to her inland station, their 
real troubles begin. The brown-skinned 
native who’ was engaged te take them 
through to their destination proved any- 
thing but co-operative, and they suffered 
many discomforts. Ginger resented his 
meanness, but she prayed for him, too. 
God worked a great change in his life. 
Finally at the mission school she saw a 
miracle in the conversion of a very 
wicked, old witch doctor. 


Song of the Wheels. By Christine 
Price. (Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., 
New York 3; $3.) As the wheels of the 
ox-cart creaked over the rutted clay 
road, the heart of the boy Jared Marsh 
sang a happy song. The family, recently 
arrived from England, had heard in New 
York that there were farms to rent up 
North, and with all their belongings they 
journeyed there. Then Jared discovered 
hiding in the old barn on the place they 
rented, a boy about his own age, Asa 
Tibbetts, son of the former tenant, who 
refused to leave though his father was 
in jail for failure to meet his financial 
obligations. The boys became fast friends, 
and went through many exciting adven- 
tures together, for there seemed to be a 
miniature war going on in the commu- 
nity. It was early in the eighteenth 
century, and trouble between tenant and 
landlord had led to the forming of the 
so-called Farmers Army known as the 
Levelers. This contingent was made up 
largely of hot-headed men with griev- 
ances, held in check by the strong hand 
of levelheaded, warmhearted Will Pren- 
dergast. It is a gripping story of min- 
gled historical fact and fiction. 


The Shining Sword. By Charles G. 
Coleman, Jr. (Loizeaux Bros., Inc., New 
York 10; $2.50.) In this absorbing, highly 
allegorical story, young Robin finds his 
friend Lamus and succeeds in leading 
him from the “Broad Valley” in the land 
of Man to the King’s Castle on the 
heights. Here he is given the King’s 
Book and attired in the full armor pro- 
vided His servants. The two young men 
share thrilling adventures in their en- 
counters with the forces of the evil one. 
Many choice Bible passages are inter- 
preted in military parlance, portraying 
the Christian’s constant warfare, as 
Lanus and his fellow soldiers journey 
through the mountains and forests in 
their missions for the King. In unfor- 
gettable fashion is shown the beautiful 
use of the “silver trumpet”—prayer, and 
also the sword of the Spirit which is the 
Word of God. There is constant action 
throughout the story, with deep and pre- 
cious spiritual lessons under the sur- 
face—a book for young people, that will 
be enjoyed by older ones as well. 


Robbie: the Little Lost Robin. By Al- 
bert Baller. (Rand: McNally & Co., and 
Phillips Publishers, Inc., Chicago 80; 
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$1.25). A cunning, baby robin mounted 
on cardboard and looking very much 
like a real, live baby bird is anchored 
to the back cover of the book with an 
elastic cord, and in such a way that he 
can be made to “fly” here and there as 
the story is being read and the pages 
are turned one by one. The small child 
will quickly learn to place Robbie in the 
various nests so he will be ready for the 
next take-off. It is a “Child Participa- 
tion Book.” The pictures are all in full 
color and very appealing and attractive. 
Besides the Robin family there’ are 
Mother Bunny and her two little bunnies, 
Mother Squirrel and her little ones, 
Mother Mouse who lived in an old shoe, 
Grandmother Sparrow and her chatter- 
ing little sparrows, Mother Duck and her 
babies, Father Woodpecker with his 
noisy pecking, and Mother Humming- 
bird who offered to accommodate Rob- 
bie in a little sock that was hanging 
from a clothesline. In the child’s par- 
ticipation in the operation of this un- 
usual book he learns kindness and 
gentleness as he places little lost robin 
where he may be found. 


Prisoner in the Circle. By E. D. My- 
gatt. (Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., New 
York 3; $2.75.) Ken’s one purpose in 
visiting his uncle in the West was to 
learn everything he could about the In- 
dians. But now he was lost on the 
Cheyenne Reservation, even his horse 
having wandered away while he slept. 
Ken is rescued, however, by Roy White- 
head, a proud Indian lad, who leads him 
to the Round-up and, Superintendent 
Pritchard, After phoning his uncle, the 
boy settles down to learn about brand- 
ing, riding a bucker, and especially 
about the social-religious life of the 
Western red men. Because he returns 
some stolen prayer trappings to an aged 
chief, the way is everywhere made easy 
for him. The All-American Indian Days 
celebration highlights the story as does 
also a fearsome forest fire. And Ken not 
only ends up a hero, but, what pleases 
him far more, he is able to bring about 
a better understanding between the 
Indians and white ranchers, one of these 
last being his own uncle. 


Watermelon Mystery at Sugar Creek. 
By Paul Hutchens. (Scripture Press, 
Chicago 5; $1.) How was it possible that 
so many adventures could pack them- 
selves into one, hot summer night? 
There was the plugged watermelon 
right in the gang’s’ own spring, and what 
Bill Collins did when he fell in on top 
of the thing. There was Poetry’s strange 
action by the backyard pump, also a 
melon missing from Bill’s patch, and the 
sound of a car driving away with the thief. 
And there was poor, sneezing Dragon Fly 
who had to be rescued from a camp of 
Girl Scouts. It was not until the next 
afternoon that the gang together un- 
raveled the mystery—after a wild chase 
that cornered the robber. The thriller 
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is, as always in Dr. Hutchens’ books, 
well seasoned with love, prayer, temper 
control, and forgiveness of enemies. 


Girl in a Hurry. By Viola Rowe. 
(Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., New York 
3; $2.75.) It was a trial to diminutive Me- 
lissa Richardson that her smallness of 
stature made her family and friends re- 
gard her as a mere child. She longed 
to get a summer job, like most of hear 
young friends, and when a‘ strange 
woman persuaded her to take up some 
work but keep it secret, she eagerly ac- 
cepted. Sha found afterward that it 
was all a fraud, and it left her greatly 
in debt. The usual home, school, and 
social life of a high school girl, with 
her boy and girl friends, includes hap- 
penings of many sorts and occasional 
brief references to their dancing. 


Picture Book of Connecticut; Picture 
Book of Kentucky; Picture Book of 
Maryland; 3 volumes. By Bernadine 
Bailey; illustrated by Kurt Wiese. (Al- 
bert Whitman & Co., Chicago 6; $1.25 
each.) Connecticut is said to have more 
patents to its credit in proportion to its 
population than any other state in the 
Union. Kentucky supplies about one- 
half of the national total of fluorite, 
which is needed in making steel. Mary, 
land has been a pioneer in the field of 
communication as well as transportation. 
These three recent United States books 
bring the total in the series to 28. The 
books are uniform in format, type, and 
illustration, and are rich in such infor- 
mation as the above. Each gives many 
interesting historical facts, geography, 
natural resources, scenery, and leading 
personalities of the particular state. The 
fascinating narrative and lovely black- 
and-white and full-color illustrations on 
each page combine to make instruction 
delightful for boys and girls. 


It Couldn’t Have Been Willett! By A. 
Dines. (Victory Press, Clapham Cres- 
cent, London, S.W. 4; 3/6, net.) Life 
in a boys’ boarding school in England 4s 
portrayed in lively fashion in this book 
for boys. Terry Willett’s parents were 
going to America for a time, leaving 
Terry pretty much to himself in a school 
full of strangers. He won in several 
typical’ British athletic events, and en- 
joyed considerable popularity. His cour- 
age and his love for dogs got him into 
some entanglement with the rules of the 
school, just at a time when the mystery 
of a serious misdemeanor had not yet 
been solved. Suspicion pointed to Terry, 
but at the right moment it was cleared 
away. Particularly fine is the strong 
Christian influence of the head master, 
effectively woven into the story.

53:1 Who hath believed our report? and to whom is 
the arm of the Lorp revealed? 

2 For he shall grow up before him as a tender plant, and 
as a root out of a dry ground: he hath no form nor comeli- 
ness; and when we shall see him, there is no beauty that we 
should desire him. 

3 He is despised and rejected of men; a man of sorrews, 
and acquainted with grief: and we hid as it were our faces 
from him; he was despised, and we esteemed him not. 

4 Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows: 
yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted, 

5 But he was wounded for our transgressions, he, was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed. 

6 All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. 

7 He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened not 
his mouth: he is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as 
a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he openeth not his 


8 He was taken from prison and from judgment: and who 
shall declare his generation? for he was cut off out of the 
land of the living: for the transgression of my people was 
he stricken. 

9 And he made his grave with the wicked, and with the 
rich in his death; because he had done no violence, neither 
was any deceit in his mouth. 

10 Yet it pleased the Lorp to bruise him; he hath put him 
to grief: when thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, 
he shall see his seed, he shall prolong his days, and the 
pleasure ofthe Lorp shall prosper in his hand. 

; 11 He shall see of the travail of his soul, and shall be sat- 
isfied: by his knowledge shall my righteous servant justify 
many; for he shall bear their iniquities. 

12 Therefore will I divide him a portion with the great, 
and he shall divide the spoil with the strong; because he 
hath poured out his soul unto death: and he was numbered 
with the transgressors; and he bare the sin of many, and 
made intercession for the transgressors.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
E personal treasurer of Candace, 
queen of Ethiopia, having leave of 
absence, had gone to Jerusalem to 
participate, insofar as a Gentile was 
permitted, in the worship of God there. 
On his way home, as he crossed the 
desert of Gaza, he was improving the 
time by reading aloud the Book of the 
Prophet Isaiah. He was pondering over 
that portion Which we identify as Isaiah 
53:7, 8 when he noticed a stranger run- 
ning alongside his chariot, who rather 
tactlessly asked, “Do you understand 
what you are reading?” Imagine asking 
an officer of Queen Candace’s court if he 
understood what he was reading! The 
fact is, he did not, and he was frank 
enough to admit it. “Of whom speaketh 
the prophet this?” he inquired. Then 
Philip (for the runner was Philip the 
evangelist) “began at the same scripture, 
and preached unto him Jesus” (Acts 8: 

34, 35). 

Philip saw Jesus in Isaiah 53, and had 
Peter, or Paul, or James, or Jesus Him- 
self met the Ethiopian that day, his ques- 
tion would have received the same an- 
swer. The New Testament allusions to 
this chapter refer it to Jesus (John 12: 
38; Matt. 8:17; 1 Pet. 2:25). Moreover, 
everything that is said of the suffering 
servant of Jehovah in Isaiah 53 is cate- 
gorically declared of Jesus of Nazareth 
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in the New Testament—the rejection, the 
misunderstanding, the despising, the 
travesty of justice, the cutting off, the 
sin-bearing, the divine intervention in 
His burial, the prayer for His persecu- 
tors, and so on. And there is no other 
who so completely fits the picture of 
Isaiah 53. Jewish commentators and lib- 
eral theologians have tried to fit the 
nation Israel] into the picture, perhaps 
the nation restored from the Babylonian 
captivity, or the nation within the nation 
(i.e., the godly core of the nation). All 
such attempts are futile. They just do 
not answer the descriptions of the chap- 
ter. Jesus does. He is the suffering serv- 
ant who, in His death, accomplishes a 
great redemption, and lives to see its 
fruit and to enjoy the spoil. In our les- 
son, then, we frankly apply this whole 
chapter to our Lord and Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. 


Verse by Verse 

Isa. 53:1.—“Who hath believed . . . the 
arm of the Lord revealed?” These are 
questions of astonishnfent. The phrase, 
“arm of the Lord,” is an expression of 
strength (51:9), personalized in Christ. 


Verse 2—“* ...a tender plant...a 
root out of a dry ground ... no beauty 
that we should desire him.” For “shall 


grow” read “grew,” an example of the 
prophetic past tense. Maclaren says that 
“tender plant” means “sucker” (in the 
botanical sense). It is a picture of a 
shoot growing out of a fallen stump. The 
house of David was fallen when Jesus 


came. The altogether lovely one of God 
held no attraction for sinful man. 

Verse 3.—“. . . despised and rejected 

. acquainted with grief... we es- 

teemed him not.” “Rejected” here car- 


ries the sense of “forsaken.” Grief was 
His companion. 
Verse 4—“. . . our griefs ... our sor- 


rows ... smitten of God...” “Griefs” 
in the sense of “sicknesses,” as in Mat- 
thew 8:17. Here is compassion in its 
highest form, actually suffering with and 
for others. But Christ’s sufferings, like 
Job’s, were misunderstood. 

Verse 5.—*. . . wounded for our trans- 
gressions . . . with his stripes we are 
healed.” This brings us to the heart of 
His suffering—it was redemptive, expia- 
tory, and remedial. 

Verse 6.—“All .. . gone astray ... the 
Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.” The universality of sin is matched 
with the universality of the provision in 
the sin-bearing of Christ. 

Verse 7.—“. . . oppressed . . . opened 
not his mouth ... as a lamb to the 
slaughter .. .” The English Revised 
Version reads, “He was oppressed, yet he 
humbled himself and opened not his 
mouth.” It was this humbling of Him- 
self (Phil. 2:8) that kept Him from 
answering all the revilings. See Mat- 
thew 26:63; 27:12, 14; Luke 23:9. 

Verse 8.—“. . . his generation .. . cut 
off out of the land of the living: for the 
transgression of my people...” The 
reading of this verse is difficult. The 
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Lesson for November 4 


A.S.V. is very suggéstive, referring to 
the blindness of the contemporary gen- 
eration to the meaning of Christ’s death 
—that He was taking the stroke due to 
them for their transgressions, 

Verse 9.—“. his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his death 
... no violence, neither .. . deceit in his 
mouth.” This is not an identification of 
the wicked and the rich. Dying as a 
criminal in the eyes of men, His ap- 
pointed grave was “with the wicked,” 
but, being the sinless one, He was pre- 
served from such indignity after death, 
and was given honored burial in the 
tomb of Joseph of Arimathea (Matt. 27: 
57-60). 

Verse 10.—“Yet it pleased the Lord to 
bruise him .. . his soul an offering for 
sin... seed... prosper...” The “yet” 
refers back to the sinlessness at the end 
of verse 9. The bruising was a divine 
activity, and its meaning is stated—“an 
offering for sin.” Notice the activity of 
Christ after His death. 

Verse 11—“He... 
by his knowledge .. . justify many... 
bear their iniquities.” The last two 
verses of the chapter are spoken by Je- 
hovah Himself concerning the work of 
His Servant. He promises full compen- 
sation and satisfaction to the suffering 
One in the justification of many, based 
on His own sin-bearing. 

Verse 12.—“. . . he shall divide the 
spoil... poured out his soul unto death 

.. numbered with the transgressors .. . 
made intercession ...” As a reward for 
His self-giving His identification with 
sinners, His sin-bearing, and His priestly 
intercessions, Christ is exalted as Lord, 
and as a divine cgonqueror'shares the 
spoils of victory with God the Father. 
The thought is not that Christ takes a 
place with the strong ones of earth. The 
“many” and the “strong” are the spoil 
of battle for Him. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Isaiah 53 really ought to begin at 52: 
13, with the words, “Behold, my servant.” 
Indeed, these words might be, the title 
of the chapter. We behold the Servant 
suffering and triumphing. 

The house of David was not as a tree 
planted by the rivers of water when 
Jesus was born of “David's line.” It was 
a mere stump, to all appearance rotting 
in the ground. So Jesus was “a root out 
of a dry ground.” He received no royal 
acclaim. That in Him which made Him 
God’s altogether lovely one was not rec- 
ognized by men- He lacked the glamor 
which men admire, so He was very much 
left to Himself, with grief*as His bosom 
companion (vs. 1-3). 

But the sorrows which He bore were 
really those of the very men who de- 
spised and forsook Him. In Himself He 
had a reservoir of joy that made Him 
quite independent of the attitude of men, 
but He stooped to shoulder the burdens 
of His rejectors. They looked upon His

pains as judgment for His own misdeeds 
—was He not a glutton, a winebibber, an 
imposter, a devil, a blasphemer? Yet all 
the time He was taking the stroke due 
to the sins of His detractors, and due to 
us. He was securing peace and healing 
for us sinners (vs. 4-6). 

In all this He did not act as one forced 
to do or endure something against His 
will. He was utterly submissive, and 
suffered in silence. He did not return 
reproach for reproach, reviling for re- 
viling, but without a murmur endured 
all the pain, accomplishing, in His cutting 
off, an atonement of which His own gen- 
eration was entirely ignorant. But the 
moment death came, the current was re- 
versed. No more was He exposed to in- 
dignity at the hands of His enemies. His 
body was rescued from the burial of 
felons, and was reverently laid in the 
tomb of the rich Arimathean, Joseph (vs. 
7-9). 

But that is not the end. It is but the 
beginning. This Man, dying without 
children, lives to see His seed! This Man, 
cut off in His youth, prolongs His days 
to all eternity! This Man, in the eyes of 
men an utter failure, goes on to glorious 
prosperity, bringing to pass all the good 
pleasure of Jehovah. All because of the 
nature of His death—‘“an offering for

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sin.” Out-of His travail will come in- 
finite satisfaction, as the knowledge of 
Him leads sinners from condemnation to 
justification, from bondage to liberty, 
from death to life. Great is His spoil— 
souls, souls, souls, for whom He died, 
whose sins He bore, for whom He en- 
gages His mighty intercessions (vs. 10- 
12). Hallelujah! what.a Saviour!

Topics for Development 

Progression. Notice the progression 
in the descriptions of our Lord's suffer- 
ings. First there are the sufferings of 
misunderstanding, lack of appreciation, 
lack of esteem, utter loneliness. That 
was our Lord’s lot in His days on earth 
(vs. 2, 3). In the second section, deal-’ 
ing with the vicarious nature of His suf- 
ferings, the words are stricken, smitten, 
afflicted, wounded, bruised (vs, 4, 5). 
The word “slaughter” in verse 7 belongs 
rather to “a lamb.” Thé verse is dealing 
with Christ’s submissiveness rather than 
His death. But in verse 8 we come 
closer with the phrase “cut off,” and 
that prepares us for a frank statement 
of His death and burial in verse 9. From 
there on all the references to His suffer- 
ing and death are retrospective, while 
the grand and eternal results fill the pic- 
ture. 

Compassion. “Surely he hath borne 
our griefs [sicknesses], and carried our 
sorrows” (v. 4): This verse is quoted 
by Matthew (8:17) with reference to the 
healing work of Christ. Some have read 
into this verse “healing in the atone- 
ment,” but it should be noted that Mat- 
thew does not refer this to the death of 
Christ, but to His life and ministry. 
However, it does tell us that Jesus felt - 
the pains He relieved and the ills He 
removed. His was real compassion—suf- 
fering along with the afflicted ones. It 
cost Him something to bestow healing. 
He Himself said that in the healing of 
the woman with the flux of blood, virtue 
(strength) had gone out of Him (Mark 
5:30; Luke 8:46). Our service will count 
in measure as it costs. 


Practical Applications 

If men turn from you because of 
Christ, rejoice that you are counted 
worthy to share the treatment He re- 
ceived on earth. 

What God regards as beautiful is not 
likely to win popular admiration. You 
will have to choose in whose eyes you 
are going to appear beautiful—God’s or 
man’s. 

We cannot duplicate Christ’s redemp- 
tive sufferings, but we can, and ought to,

share His compassion for human suffer- 
ing. 

Have you seen your iniquity laid on 
Jesus, the Lamb of God? 


The silence of Jesus in His sufferings 
rebukes our complaints over slight in- 
conveniences.

After the Lesson.—The fifty-third 
chapter of Isaiah is the fullest and rich- 
est Old Testament prophecy of the suf- 
fering and death of the Lord Jesus. 
Written centuries before He came to 
earth, it is a most impressive picture 
of what befell Him and why He was a 
“man of sorrows.”, Very notable is the 
repeated teaching that Christ suffered 
and died for others. “He was wounded 
for our transgressions” (v. 5). Verse 
ten speaks of the Lord’s death as a time 
when His soul was made an offering for 
sin. We, today, need not and do not 
make offerings to God of slain animals, 
as the Israelites did before Christ. His 
death was an offering for sin that need 
never be repeated, for your sin and 
mine. We can plead that sacrifice as 
made for us when we come to God, and 
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we can be sure of His pardon and His 
welcome. 

And everyone needs Christ’s sacrifice. 
No one can stand before God on his own 
record, his own character, his own good- 
ness. A Christian woman once visited a 
dying soldier. A nurse afterward said 
to the man: “You have no need to worry 
over your sins. Anyone who gives his 
life for his country is all right.” The 
dying man shook his head and said: 
“That is a mistake. When I lay out 
there wounded, I knew I had done my 
bit, that I had not failed my country. 
But that didn’t help me to face God.

53:5).—The numerous 
New Testament quotations from this 
chapter should satisfy every devout 
mind that the passage is a divinely in- 
spired prophecy pertaining to the per- 
son and work of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Concerning Isaiah 53, John Urquhart 
wrote: “What mind could have pic- 
tured this Sufferer, described His condi- 
tion, told His story—a story which, full 
of unique and startling details, is ex- 
actly the story of the Man of Sorrows, 
but to which no one before Him answers, 
and no one since? 

“Is that a miracle or is it not? If it

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is not a miracle, then we expect the man 
who avers that to so forecast the his- 
tory of a man unborn is quite an ordi- 
nary event [italics ours], to give us an 
example of the possessions of such 
power by any mortal man, or to tell us 
whereby we may obtain such an ex- 
ample. 

“There will possibly be men, say in 
the third generation after the present, 
who will make an era in the history of 
the world. But who will affirm that 
such an era will be made, and who will 
tell now the history of the man who 
will make it? 

“Is there one single example any- 
where outside the Bible of such a thing? 
.. . But if man has no eye to read the 
future, then who read the future in this 
case, and who gave us the description 
of the great Sin-bearer, which is the 
truest and the fullest that can be found? 
If that is not an instance of the super- 
natural, and a proof that this Book of 
Isaiah is a divine message, what is it?” 

Only eternity can reveal how many 
precious, sin-burdened souls have found 
peace and rest in making a personal ap- 
plication of verses 5 and 6. 

John Henry Newman, composer of 
“Lead Kindly Light,” has been called 
“one of the strangest and saddest figures 
in our history.” To the end of his days 
he was a child of the twilight. The en- 
circling gloom was ever about him; he 
was always far from home—a pilgrim 
making his way “o’er moor and fen, 
o’er crag and torrent, till the night is 
gone.” 

While his brother Charles was a 
roomer in South Wales, the landlady 
received the following communication 
from Cardinal Newman, “Whatever else 
you do, or fail to do, you are to be sure 
to read to him the fifty-third chapter of 
the prophecy of Isaiah.” 

Concerning this, Dr. F. W. Boreham 
says: “I can see the good landlady sit- 
ting in the room of her afflicted boarder. 
He is propped up by pillows, and with 
the Bible open on the table, she reads to 
him the great words that his eminent 
brother has prescribed.” 

Dr. Boreham continues: “That insis- 
tence upon the fifty-third chapter of Isa- 
iah convinces me that through the en- 
circling gloom, Cardinal Newman him- 


self had fixed his tired eyes upon the’ 


kindly Light. Beyond the controversies 
and obscurities of Protestantism and 
Romanism, he saw the Man of Sorrows!” 

With what joy Philip must have used 
Isaiah 53 to point the Ethiopian eunuch 
to the one who was “wounded for our 
transgressions” and “bruised for our 
iniquities”! (Acts 8: 26-40.) 

Macaulay, in his “History of England,” 
mentions the conversion of the atheist, 
the Earl of Rochester. He terms it “the 
most signal triumph of Bishop Gilbert 
Burnet.” But all the Bishop did for 
the Earl was to expound to him the 
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fifty-third of Isaiah—but that was suffi- 
cient. . 

This chapter was such a favorite of 
the reformer, John Knox, that during 
his last, siege of illness, he asked that it 
be read to him every day. 


“He shall see of the travail of his soul, 
and shall be satisfied ...” (Isa. 53:11).— 
“The word ‘travail,’” says Dr. Ironside, 
“refers to but one kind of suffering— 
birth pangs. Jesus travailed in His soul 
that millions might be born of the Word 
and Spirit of God to His eternal joy and 
satisfaction. The Gospel is based upon 
what He endured on that cross, and this 
message goes out to all who have ears 
to hear.” 

It is a joy to know the Lord Jesus 
shall be satisfied with the fruit of His 
atoning work. In addition to all the 
Old Testament saints, there will be all 
those who have acknowledged Him Sav- 
iour and Lord in this dispensation; and 
the millions of infants who have passed 
away; and all who were mentally incap- 
able of distinguishing between right and 
wrong. There will be restored Israel, 
plus the “nations of them which are 
saved,” out of the Great Tribulation 
(Rev. 21:24). .

IRST thing this morning let us have 

Joanie’s story, “Mary’s Dream,” from 
the book, “Saved on Monday.” That is 
a good story to tell to the children of 
Roman Catholic parents, because it does 
not disparage the religion they are 
taught, but it does bring out the truth 
that “the name of Mary will not open the 
gate of Heaven. .. . There is a name 
that will open the gate of Heaven: It 
is the name of Jesus.” See if you can 
tell that story to some little child this 
week. The Lord might use it-for that 
child’s salvation. Then how happy you 


would be! Who will tell the story of 
“Lost Bertie” next time? Thank you, 
Ann. 


Now let us learn Acts 4:12: “Neither 
is there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved.” As you see, it is written on the 
board. We’ll say it over and over while 
we take turns erasing a word. When it 
is all erased, we'll see who can repeat 
it correctly. Very good. As we read 
today’s lesson, I think you will all see 
clearly why salvation is found only in 
Christ. 

Last Sunday we had the “Shepherd 
Psalm.” The chapter we are going to 
read today was written three or four 
hundred years later. 

Who wrote Psalm 23 by inspiration? 
(David.) When his son Solomon was 
king, Israel reached the height of her 
glory. After Solomon’s death,. his son 
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Rehoboam lost ten of the twelve tribes 
because he harshly rejected their peti- 
tion for lower taxes. After that, Israel 
was divided into two nations, the larger 
one to the north still called Israel, and 
the kingdom that remained true to the 
house of David, called Judah. 

The kings of Israel were all bad. 
Judah had some good and some bad 
kings. God raised up prophets in each 
of these kingdoms to warn His people of 
certain punishment for their sins, and 
to foretell the coming of the Messiah. 
Isaiah was a prophet of Judah, but some 
of his Book concerns the whole house 
of Israel, and some parts are addressed 
to the whole world. 

Isaiah prophesied during the reign of 
four kings, two fairly good, one very 
bad and one very good. Isaiah is con- 
sidered the greatest of all the prophets. 
His Book is the longest, and gives the 
most prophecy concerning the Messiah. 
In chapter 7 of his Book, Isaiah foretells 
that Christ would be borm. of a virgin, 
and that His name would be Immanuel, 
which means, “God with us.” Read what 
Isaiah tells about Him in chapter 9:6, 7. 
What lovely things are said about Christ 
here! But before His glorious reign of 
righteousness and peace, He had to suf- 
fer and die because of our sins, Isaiah 
prophesied of this in chapter 53. 

Before we read this chapter let us 
bow our heads and say from our hearts 
the little prayer poem: 

Lord Jesus, make Thyself to me 
A living, bright reality. 

Now let us read these twelve verses 
without comment, and then, when we 
have finished, each of you read aloud 
the verse that meant the most to you. 
(I like verse 6.) That is a wonderful 


one. It begins and ends with the word 
“all.” It has been said that the last 
“all” is for’ everyone who wil] admit 


that he belongs in the first “all.” If you are 
one of the sheep who went astray, then 
you are one of those whose iniquity was 
borne by the Saviour.

But 
He will not say that. Remembering the 
price He paid, He will stilk be satisfied. 
How He loves us, in spite of our un- 
worthiness! (I liked verse 5.) That 
was the one I expected would be chosen 
first, for it is our Golden Text, and it is 
a verse that should melt the heart of 
every Christian. It is also a wonderful 
salvation verse. A well-known preacher 
led a girl to Christ by asking her to 
kneel down while she read that verse 
over and over, changing the word “our” 
to “my.” “He was wounded for my trans- 
gressions, He was bruised for my iniqui- 
ties: the chastisement of my peace was 
upon Him, and with His stripes I am 
healed.” After she had réad it for the 
third time, the meaning of the words 
dawned upon her and she was able to 
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say joyfully, “It was for me! 
Him!” 

Do you love Him? If you will read 
that verse on your knees tonight before 
you get into bed, changing the word 
“our” to “my” as she did, I believe it 
will make you love Him more than ever.

Gutenberg produced the first Bible 
printed in movable type. It was five 
years in the making. If he could have 
inserted in the book a prophecy of nu- 
clear fission and the atom bomb, the 
world would be marveling today that 
such a thing could be foretold, so many 
years back, by a mere man. You would 
say only the Spirit of Almighty God 
could do that, 

But that same Bible foretold an event 
which would come to pass seven hun- 
dred years ahead, for it included the 
Book of Isaiah which prophesied the 
birth and mission and crucifixion death 
of Jesus Christ. The prophecy even told 
how He would be born of a virgin and 
how He would be a great sufferer. It 
detailed the persecutions He would be 
subjected to, the physical hardships, the 
scoffings, the false accusations, the mock 
trial, the bruises and the scourgings, 
and the manner of His cruel death on 
the cross. It told of the unique burial 
in a new tomb. It told of the still more 
intense mental and spiritual agony He 
would endure and said that He would be 
sorrowful unto death. These prophecies 
were fulfilled precisely, as recorded in 
the Gospels, seven hundred years later. 

But most important to you and me, 
fellows, the prophet said all this He 
would willingly submit to, in order that 
you and I might be saved—saved from 
the penalty of our sins—saved to live a 
triumphant life and to appear at last 
before the judgment throne of God, for- 
given and clothed in His righteousness. 

Think of this, fellows, and thank God 


that He “so loved the world, thet he ° 


gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” But you can- 
not thank God unless you have accepted 
Jesus’ death upon the cross as atonement 
for your sins. Think this over—care- 
fully; and if you have ‘not already done 
so, give your heart and life to Jesus 
Christ without further delay.

Topic and Scripture: 
The Saviour We Need (Matt. 1:21; Isa. 53:4-6) 


OOLEY was just one of Farmer 

Jones’s spring lambs. But he was 
the biggest one and full of life! Wooley 
lived in New England; so he and the 
other sheep were in a rocky pasture 
with a fence around it, not out in open 
country, watched -by a shepherd, as in 
Bible lands. But Wooley was just like 
lambs in Bible times and every other 
place! He loved to run and play, and 
jump around stiff-legged! He liked the 
juiciest, nicest grass for himself! And 
the longest grass was just outside the 
pasture fence! Some of the sheep had to 
wear a yoke made of four sticks nailed 
together around their necks, with the 
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ends sticking out so they would catch 
if the sheep tried to get through a hole 
in the fence. They were runaways! But 
of course, a young lamb would not go 
far from its mother. Or would he? 

Well, Wooley was getting to be a big 
lamb now—at least, he thought so! His 
appetite was getting bigger. And his 
curiosity was getting bigger, too! Mother 
might lie quietly in the pasture and 
chew her cud, but not he! Though he 
had no horns yet, he liked to bunt with 
his head and pretend he had. One day 
when he was bunting at the fence, it 
Sagged back, and left a small opening 
underneath. Wooley pushed and pushed. 
First thing he knew, he was right out 
of that pasture and going places! Down 
over the hill, and off on his own to ex- 
plore and eat! 

When evening came, _ ten-year-old 
Timmie Jones went out to fill the water 
trough. There was not one sheep in that 
pasture! Every one had got out through 
Wooley’s hole! And gone in whatever 
direction he happened to want to! Tim- 
mie and his father went to look for 
them. Wooley and some of the others 
were down in a rocky valley with a 
little brook, in the big cows’ pasture. 
In trying to catch Wooley and start him 
home again, Timmie fell among the rocks 
and broke his leg. Naughty Wooley! 
Poor Timmie! Who should have had the 
broken leg? 

Are boys and girls naughty and do 
they want to do things they shouldn’t? 
“All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all” (Isa. 53:6, Memory 
Verse). It isn’t so simple to get us hu- 
man Wooleys back from the results of 
our bad ways. There is the Devil-lion 
waiting to get us. But God sent His 
Son to rescue us (picture of Nativity, or 
flannel board scene). An angel told 
Joseph, “You are to name Him Jesus 
[that means Saviour] because He will 
save His people from their sins” (collo- 
quial form of Matt. 1:21). When He was 
grown up (picture or scene of the Shep- 
herd, or Jesus with the children, or both), 
He said, “I am the good shepherd; the 
good shepherd gives his life for the 
sheep” (colloquial form of John 10:11). 

In a way we cannot understand, God 
put our sins on the Lord Jesus at the 
cross, and He took the punishment we 
deserved. (Make a poster with a paper 
cross on it. Make the long bar of the 
cross of several sections, letting each 
section extend a little above the lower 
part of the preceding section. Do not 
paste down this overlap. Prepare little 
squares for each member of the class: 
“John’s sin,” “Sally’s sin.” Place these 
in the several overlaps on the cross. If 
using the flannelboard, the cross may be 
of one piece of flannel and the squares 
backed with flannel to adhere.) Will 
you have Him for your Saviour? 

Isn’t it strange Isaiah told about this 
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over seven hundred years before it hap- 
pened—Isaiah 53? Find it and we will 
read verses 4 to 6. Isaiah told in this 
chapter of the Lord’s living again, too. 
Close with Psalm 23.

Nearby 
is ad jockey almost touching the feet of 
Jesus, engrossed in studying the latest 
edition of the racing bulletin. Here is 
a scientist with his test tube, too busy 
to bestow a look upon the Crucified. The 
representatives of the life of pleasure 
are all here—women in evening dress 
and gay courtiers. Here is an abandoned 
woman, and a newsboy exhibiting a 
newspaper with the latest divorce sen- 
sation. In the foreground of the picture 
is an ecclesiastic, well-kept, self-satis- 
fied, but oblivious to Christ. Only one 
person in all the throng lifts her face 
to the lonely figure of the Christ. She 
is a nurse on her way to a home of suf- 
fering, and for a moment she pauses 
before passing on her way. It is as ap- 
pealing a picture as could be painted of 
Christ neglected, unrecognized, dishon- 
ored. “Is it nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by?”—Source unknown. Sent by 
Mrs. A. E. Janzen, Hillsboro, Kans.

He Took Her Place.—Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our sor- 
rows: yet we did esteem him stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted (Isa.

J. F. Baddclay in his book, “The Rus- 
sian Conquest of the Caucasus,” tells of 
a brave leader in the Caucasus who in 
the middle of the last century was strug- 
gling to maintain the independence of 
his people.

On one occasion when de- 
featism was prevalent among his coun- 
trymen, Shamil proclaimed that who- 
ever would contend for capitulation 
with the Russians would be beaten with 
a hundred heavy lashes. An offender 
was caught. To Shamil’s embarrassment 
and grief he found it to be his own 
mother. Following a period of fasting, 
prayer, ard meditation, he instructed 
the penalty to be executed. After the 
fifth stroke, however, he stopped the ex- 
ecutioner, had his mother withdrawn, 
and then, baring his own back insisted 
on taking the full weight of the remain- 
ing 95 strokes. His tribesmen were so 
impressed by their leader’s justice, sin- 
cerity, and willingness to suffer, him- 
self, for the cause he sought to further, 
that no one again mentioned negotiations 
with their enemy.—Sent by Dale Armor, 
Frankfort, Ind.

For Primary Teachers

HERE was a time when Tommy 

knew very little about God or about 
the Lord Jesus or about the Bible— 
God’s Book. As a matter of fact, the 
very first time that Tommy heard his 
teacher say that the Bible was written 
by God, Tommy went right up to the 
front of the classroom and looked into 
the teacher’s Bible. He wanted to see 
what God’s writing looked like! 

That, however, was a long time ago. 
Now Tommy is about your age so he 
knows about things like that. But it 
was not until quite recently that he 
learned something brand new. At least, 
it was brand new to him. This was what 
he learned: / 

It took hundreds and hundreds of 
years for the whole Bible to be written. 
Much of the Book tells of things that 
had already happened. But the thing 
that surprised Tommy was that there 
are many, many things written in God’s 
Book that tell about things in the future. 
One day his teacher had said, “Now I’m 
going to read some verses about the 
Lord Jesus. Listen carefully and tell me 
if you think these words were written 
before the Lord Jesus lived or after He 
had died.” 

Tommy sat on the edge of his seat 
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while the teacher read: “He was 
wounded for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed” (Isa. 
53:5). 

Tommy’s skinny hand was the first 
one to shoot into the air. So his feacher 
let him guess. “That was written after 
the Lord Jesus died,” he declared. 

“Sorry, Tommy,” his teacher replied. 
“That was written years and years 
(some 700 years!) before the Lord Jesus 
was even born. Yet God told Isaiah 
exactly what to write so that when the 
Lord Jesus finally would die for the 
sin of the rid, it would be just as 
Isaiah had written so long before. Let 
us all open our Bibles to Isaiah’s Book. 
I want you to put your finger on the 
sixth verse of the fifty-third chapter 
and follow while I read.” (Tommy 
found the place first!) 

When the teacher finished reading, she 
picked up a heavy, dirty book. “This,” 
she said, “represents our sin. This verse 
reminds us that all of us have gone 
astray. We are told that we are much 
like sheep. Sheep, you know, get lost 
very easily. Unless they are guided 
very carefully, they soon. get far, far 
away from the flock and the shepherd. 
We are like that. We have all wandered 
far, far from God. We have all gone 
our own way. We do not do what God 
wants us to do. We do what we want 
to do. Doing what we want to do in- 
stead of doing what God wants us to 
do, is sin. From now on, let us cal] this 
[left] hand, by our own name. Tommy, 
hold up your hand and say, ‘This is 
Tommy.’” Tommy did so at once, 

The teacher put the heavy, dirty book 
on the hand that was Tommy. “You, 
Tommy, like absolutely everyone else 
here in this room, have gone astray. 
You have wanted your own way instead 
of God’s way. That means that you 
have sinned. Sin is ugly. Sin is dread- 
ful. God hates sin. But every time He 
looks down from Heaven, He sees your 
dirty sin. Others may not see it. To 
me, you look perfectly fine. Your clothes 
are clean. You act like a very nice boy. 
But God sees you as a sinner.” Tommy 
was a little embarrassed, so his teacher 
added, “And God sees everyone else just 
the same way, Tommy.” As the teacher 
swept her hand across the class, it was 
everyone else’s turn to feel embar- 
rassed.. They knew, indeed, that they, 
too, had sinned.

ring home the true atmosphere of modern 
mission work, its difficulties and rewards. 
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let no one see. With great care he was 
thus able to live in the village and herd 
goats for a tiny ration of rice, most of 
which he took to the little jungle hut 
for his sister. ' 

Manka, as she sat up trembling in the 
darkness did not let her terror of the 
prowling leopard make her lose her wits. 
She jumped up quietly, and, taking sev- 
eral earthenware cooking pots, she 
dashed them on the hard mud floor, and, 
beating on a tin can, she yelled at the 
top of her voice and made all the noise 
she could.

Feeling sick and weak, poor 
little Manka lay on the bed sobbing 
quietly and listening for the animal lest 
it should return.

“Oh, Managi, I can’t stay here another 
night. If that leopard comes again I 
shall die with fright.” Her brother 
looked at her very sadly, for her brown 
skin showed plainly the marks of her 
dreadful disease, and she was steadily 
getting worse. So far his face was clear 
and he could manage to keep his secret, 
but with Manka it was not so, and 
everyone would know and have no pity. 

“Whatever can we do?” cried Manka. 
“Brother, I cannet and will not stay 
here. Please take me away—anywhere. 
If we starve and die by the road that 
would be better than spending another 
night like last night.” 

“But, Sister, your feet are so swollen 
and sore you can hardly walk at all. I 
have been thinking a lot since a for- 
eign healing gentleman stopped near our 
village while his car was being mended, 
I did not speak of it before to you be- 
cause I was afraid to raise your hope, 
but if you refuse to stay here, then we 
must together make a great effort. I 
managed to speak to that healing sahib 
because he said there was ‘One who once 
went about curing sick people, even peo- 
ple with leprosy like us.’ He said that 
there was a place at Chandray where 
sick and suffering folk were healed, es- 
pecially children. He was a nice and 
good, kind man, that I felt sure he 
wanted to help everyone he could. I 
thought of us but especially about you 
alone in this dreadful jungle at night, so 
I tried to find out about this healing 
home and where it is located. 

“Alas, when I inquired about Chand- 
ray,I heard it is a very long way off, and 
since you can hardly walk at all with 
your feet so bad, I don’t know what 
to do.” 

“Managi, we simply must try to get 
there somehow or other. After last night 
I am afraid to stay here. You know the 
leopard will surely come again. Better 
far to die on the roadside with you be- 
side me. Oh, Brother, have pity, have 
pity upon me! Take me anywhere away 
from this hut!” 

Managi was deeply moved by his little 
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Sister’s distress. He loved her dearly, 
but they would both starve if he did 
not go on earning their scanty food in 
the village. It might be impossible to 
reach Chandray, but at least they would 
be together again and the hope of heal- 
ing, though so uncertain, made him re- 
solve to attempt the journey, whatever 
the cost. 

It proved to be a terrible undertaking: 
they were terrified by the wild beasts 
and evil spirits in the jungle, yet they 
did not dare to approach any group of 
houses by day. Believing the curse of 
the gods was upon them because of their 
dread disease, they were full of fear, 
which seemed to crush down any spirit 
they had to go on. They took turns at 
night watching while the other slept, 
worn out with exhaustion. 

The wild berries and roots they found 
in the jungle never satisfied their hun- 
ger, and water was very scarce. It 
seemed as if Manka would die. She was 
so weak that her brother even felt thank- 
ful, and hoped every day she might die. 

One evening she fell into a deep hole 
under the jungle growth and Managi hes- 
itated to try to lift her out. Better for 
her maybe to die there, he thought. My 
poor little sister—how can I get her up? 
It might be kinder to leave her there. 
Yet he’ knew somehow he must try to 
rescue her. With help that seemed to 
come from outside himself, he managed 
to drag her out of the hole. 

“I thought I had left this sad, sad 
world,” she whispered after awhile. “I 
was glad I would no longer be such a 
burden on you.” 

Managi tried to comfort her as well as 
he could, but next morning when they 
crawled out of the jungle Manka could 
go no farther. 

Suddenly around the corner of the 
narrow road a small truck came along 
which stopped near the children as it 
had a punctured tire. The elderly driver 
got out; as he looked very kind, Managi 
ran to him and asked him how far it was 
to Chandray where they healed sick 
people, pointing to his poor little sister. 

The man looked surprised, but said it 
was quite a long way, “but,” he added, 
“I know the place very well, for my own 
little daughter was cured there. My 
home is not far away, so I could take you 
both in my truck, though it is rather full 
of sacks of grain.” 

Oh, how thankful Managi was to ac- 
cept the kind offer of this good Samari- 
tan! 

When they reached Chandray Home 
late that night, Manka was so weak that 
for days it was feared she had come too 
late. Only through much care and pray- 
ful devotion did her condition improve 
at all, and it was a long time before she 
was very much better. 

What a marvelous new world opened 
to Managi and his sister, for here in this 
wonderful place, love, care, and every 
need were fully supplied. They could not 
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believe for a long time that it could last, 
for such happiness seemed like a dream. 

The medical treatment had good results 
in their bodies, but the teaching and 
loving-kindness they received had an 
even greater effect upon their lives. It 
was easy for them to respond to the One 
who so loved them that He had laid 
down His life to rescue them from sin. 
Indeed, Manka often said: “I thought a 
leopard was my cruel enemy but I have 
come to believe that my Heavenly Father 
let him come that dreadful night to make 
me too afraid to stay there longer. Oh, 
I am happy to think that God so cared 
for a little useless girl whom .nobody 
wanted, and who was a great burden of 
trouble to her poor brother.” 

As for Managi, he too thanked God 
that he had not let his poor little sister 
die that night in the jungle when he 
might so easily have done so, thinking 
it might be the kindest thing for her.

That was to find Mahng Pedro, 
who had been a dear friend of Ricardo’s 
father before the latter’s death in the 
war with Japan. A lot of money was 
involved and when the right man was 
found he would be wearing the twin 
to a ring Ricardo wore om a cord 
around his neck. Uncle Ramon prom- 
ised to take the boys to the hill country 
of Luzon. For the uncle had a search 
also—the president of the Philippines 
had asked him to find Soldanos, a proud 
bandit leader, and to persuade him that 
the best life was one of peace on land 
given by the government. The way 
Uncle Ramon and the boys followed 
through makes a thrilling tale for 
Juniors, one which is nicely illustrated 
and has a definitely Christian touch. 


Is This My Love? By Gertrude E. Fin- 
ney; illustrations by Lili Réthi. (Long- 
mans, Green & Co., Inc., New York 3; 
$3.) Beatrice Whitcliff, an attractive 
English girl who was being urged by her 
grandmother into a loveless marriage, 
decided to join the “maids of Sir Edwin” 
and go to America to the Colony of Vir- 
ginia, on a venture that these hundred 
maids would become wives of the Eng- 
lish lads who were helping in the estab- 
lishment of the Colony. They would 
“raise the moral tone, agd stability, es- 
tablish good homes, make of Virginia a 
continuing, permanent project,” it was 
thought. Beatrice’s dearest girl friend 
Jennifer would accompany her, and they 
would join Beatrice’s brother Matthew 
who had gone to America when he was 
eighteen. Jennifer was particularly in- 
terested in this detail of the plan. Al- 
though Grandmother was utterly shocked 
at the whole idea, Grandfather realized 
that because of England’s plagues there 
was a serious dearth of marriageable 
young men and there were arguments in 
favor of the project. Beatrice was defi- 
nite in her decision that she would 
marry none other than the one of her 
love; and she reserved the right to re- 
turn to England if necessary. With a 
strong will she followed her principles 
and her heart. It is an interesting story 
and well written, but with no Christian 
observance of the Lord’s Day except a 
routine attendance at church services. 
Mild profanity, dancing, and tobacco 
raising, along with Sunday activities 
such as picnicking, sailing, and so on, 
will be regretted by many Christians. 


The Seminole Trail. By Dee Dunsing. 
(Langmans, Green & Co., Inc., New York 
3; $3.) Rod Wheeler, having acquired a 
good knowledge of the Seminole Indian 
language, was a valuable scout in the war 
skirmishes between the Indians and the 
U.S. Government. Rod hated war and 
especially did he dread the possibility of 
ever having to face, at the end of a rifle, 
his beloved Seminole friend Shakochee. 
Rod’s first war encounter was with Zade 
Galda, an unprincipled Spaniard who 
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was smuggling powder and rifles to the 
Seminoles; and when he brought about 
Zade’s arrest and imprisonment he ac- 
quired a sworn ehemy. The story is one 
that teen-age boys will follow with keen 
interest, and profit, as they observe the 
forthright, honorable deportment of the 
young hero. As Rod pursues his search 
for Dolly James, the girl whose portrait 
he found in the wilderness, every teen- 
age girl will be equally enthusiastic 
about this historical novel. Dolly’s and 
Rod’s attendance at a dancing school, al- 
theugh chaperoned, and the incidental 
mention of beermaking are unfortunate 
in an otherwise interesting, attractive 
tale. ,

Ludwig. (Scripture Press, Chicago 5; $1.) 
All through the Lake Victoria region, 
natives were rising against the \Chris- 
tians. And when'Ndama and Ochella 
were, with others, commanded to take 
the murder oath, only prayer saved 
them. Free at last, the two visited 
Bwana Green and persuaded him to 
shoot a hippo for the always hungry 
people.

Father Dawson had 
been away for a whole month from the 
crude, little sod house which he called 
home, having gone to buy household 
supplies, and the lumber and other 
building materials for a new house, when 
an urgent appeal came from a distant 
neighbor family for help in time of seri- 
ous illness. Mother instantly decided 
that she must go, in spite of the fact 
that her four very little tots were just re- 
covering from the croup and her big girl 
and boy, Phoebe and Hartley, were not 
experienced in caring for such a large 
family alone. The fine manner in which 
these two youngsters handled the situa- 
tion—with the assistance of Tessie, the 
sister next younger in age, is a revela- 
tion in this day when young people so 
often are not trained to assume respon- 
sibilities in the family. The thrilling 
experiences of the children during a 
sudden and unexpected Kansas blizzard, 
and. what they did when a strange knock 
came on tHe door, showed their courage 
and stamina.

In this new book are 
given many of the tales by which Daudi 
sought to impress his native listeners 
with the awful fact of sin, what it is, 
and what it does, and also, the only 
remedy. The characters in the fables 
are all animals, but the listeners are not 
slow to catch the point of the stories. 
Boys will especially enjoy these animal 
stories. 


East of Astoria. By Merritt Parmelee 
Allen. (Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., 
New York 3; $3.) What was the peculiar, 
exotic odor that so puzzled young Rob 
Stuart? He smelled it in his Washing- 
ton room after his baggage had been 
rifled. He caught it again on the street, 
at night, when unknown men knocked 
him down and-a voice demanded the 
letters he was carrying from Thomas 
Jefferson to John Jacob Astor. It was 
on the boat that bore Rob and others 
around the Horn to establish fur trading 
posts in Oregon. It was even on the 
sandy shore when, at last, they landed 
on that rain-swept coast. And now, 
after the terrific hardships of an over- 
land trek from Astoria, Rob sniffed the 
same odd smell on the street in St.

1. Missions in Southeast Asia 
(Acts 8:5-8; Rom. 1:14-17)

HE term, “Southeast Asia,” is gener- 
ally understood today to include 
Siam, or Thailand; Indochina; and the 
Malay Peninsula. Indochina has recently 
been divided into Cambodia, Laos, and 
Viet-Nam. Occasionally Assam and 
Burma are grouped with Southeast Asia, 
but more often they are considered with 
India, 
4 
Of the countries named, Siam, or 
Thailand, is by far the most progressive 
and has often been ranked second only 
to Japan among the Asiatic countries in 
the fields of education and social ad- 
vance. It possesses many excellent 
roads, modern postal, telegraph, and 
police systems, many well-equipped 
schools and other features of western 
civilization. The capital, Bangkok, has 
trolley cars, electric lighting, automobiles 
and up-to-date manufacturing plants. 
However, the morals of Siam have not 
kept pace with its social and economic 
advancement. Polygamy and concu- 
binage are common, gambling and the 
use of narcotics have a strong hold upon 
its people. Buddhism is the prevailing 
religion and it is said that the majority 
of the men spend at least a few years in 
the priesthood. Its people are a hetero- 
geneous mixture of Thais, Laos, and Chi- 
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nese, as well as many natives from ad- 
jacent countries such as Malaya, Cam- 
bodia, and the like. 

Despite the missionary efforts of cer- 
tain denominations and several indepen- 
dent agencies, great areas of Siam are as 
yet untouched by the Gospel. Where 
the Gospel has been preached, it has had 
a powerful influence upon the social and 
moral life of the people and the land 
seems wide open for the Gospel today. 
Infiltration of Communism and its dom- 
ination of Siam’s northern neighbors 
makes it imperative to utilize every ef- 
fort to preach Christ to the Siamese and 
to encourage Christians there to evan- 
gelize their own people.

As indicated above, what was for- 
merly Indochina has now been divided 
into several separate states. The nor- 
thern part of Viet-Nam has been over- 
run by the Communists, and Christian 
missionaries are barred from entering 
that part of the land. Only in the native 
Christians in that area can there be 
any present hope for preaching of the 
Gospel. In southern Viet-Nam and in 
Cambodia and Laos, Christian mission- 
ary activity is being carried on, but 
there still remains the tremendous task 
of evangelizing twenty-seven million 
people of whom only a smal] fraction 
have heard the Gospel message.

Malaya, formerly four federated states 
and five unfederated states, became in 
1946 the Federation of Malaya. Only 
Singapore remains outside this federa- 
tion and is a crown colony under Brit- 
ish administration. The federation, how- 
ever, is under British protectorate, each 
separate state having its own ruler un- 
der the advice of the British Common- 
wealth. The population is estimated at 
over five million, the chief religions be- 
ing Moslem, Confucian, Buddhist, and 
Taoist. Considerable missionary effort 
is being carried on in Malaya but, as is 
usually the case in strong Moslem lands, 
conversions to Christianity are compara- 
tively few, and this is made more diffi- 
cult by government limitations upon the 
“proselyting” of Moslems by Christians.

As in all other heathen lands, South- 
east Asia desperately needs Christ for, 
as our Scripture portions for this week 
remind us, the preaching of the Gospel 
is the power of God unto salvation to 
everyone that believeth. If Christians 
do not seize the opportunity to preach 
the Gospel] in these lands while doors 
are yet open, these people will not only 
die in their sins, but their countries will 
become an easy prey to Communism that 
is reaching out from the north with 
greedy hands to take in all of this terri- 
tory. You will want to secure from 
your pastor or from your missionary 
board information as to what work your 
denomination is now carying on in 
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Southeast Asia. You will also find it 
profitable to make inquiry of indepen- 
dent missionary groups which are labor- 
ing in these areas. They include:

Mon.—Isaiah 52:13 to 53:3. 
A Man of Sorrows. 


PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief: and we hid 
as it were our faces from him; he was 
despised, and we esteemed him not.” 
Never was there such sorrow as that 
borne by the Holy Saviour—God mani- 
fest in flesh—endured from the wicked 
men who crucified Him. Only His sub- 
stitutionary, atoning death could redeem 
this world of sinners, and make pardon 
and eternal salvation available through 
the Gospel. Have you ever shed a grate- 
ful tear at the feet of your Saviour? 
Pray for a host of “blessed mourners.” 


Tues.—Isaiah 53:7-9. Vicarious Suffering. 


PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “He was wound- 
ed for our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with’ his 
stripes we are healed” (v. 5). Our Lord 
Jesus gave up His precious body and 
blood for our redemption. When He 
died for crimes, He paid the infinite 
cost. Our sins deserved eternal wrath. 
But as our substitute, He died, the just 
for us, the unjust, that He might bring 
us to God. Amazing is the weakness of 
our responsiveness, Pray for more Gala- 
tians 2:20 Christians, 


Wed.—Isaiah 53:10-12. 
Suffering and Exaltation. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “He shall see of 
the travail of his soul, and shall be sat- 
isfied. ... . Therefore will I divide him 
a portion with the great, and he shall 
divide the spoil with the strong.” Dwell 
often upon the sufferings of your Lord. 
Think continually also of the glory into 
which He has already entered, and of 
that which is to become His. Worship 
Him. Honor your risen, glorified Re- 
deemer with praise all the day long. 
Pray for a singing heart. 
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Thurs.—Hebrews 7:11-28. 
Christ’s Suffering Adequate. 


PraYeR SuccesTions: “He offered up 
himself.” The Gospel method of salva- 
tion is perfect. What Christ became and 
did in order to save us from sin and 
Satan is best told in the words of the 
Gospel. No improvement can be made 
on God’s way of salvation. Only the 
Lamb of God could take away our sin. 
Pray for deeper awareness of the love 
of Christ which passeth knowledge. 


Fri.—2 Corinthians 4:11-18. 
Suffering and Life. 


PraYER SuccEsTions: “Our light afflic- 
tion.” The duration of our trials here 
is but for a “moment” in the experience 
of eternity. Short as it is, compared 
with the ages of the ages ahead, while 
bitter and difficult, it is more rewardful 
than tongue or pen can show. | Keep 
your eye on the bright reward for what 
you do for Jesus. “Looking unto Jesus,” 
who after the sufferings here has en- 
tered into His glory, is your best course, 
His consolations outweigh all the woes 
of life. Read John 17:24 for your own 
and others’ comfort. Pray for rest of 
heart in the midst of your transient 
troubles. 


Sat.—Philippians 3:7-11. 
Fellowship of Christ’s Sufferings. 


PraYER Succestions: “The fellowship 
of his sufferings.” If you have had a 
sample of the sufferings endured by your 
Lord, rejoice and be glad. It is an honor 
to partake of His sufferings. It is an 
experience of joy and happiness like 
that of Heaven. Spurgeon desired to go 
to Christ by way of the gates of death, 
rather than by translation at the coming 
again of Christ, for said he, “I would 
like to have a little taste of that which 
He tasted for every man” (Heb. 2:9). 
Suffering with Christ is our privilege 
here, and our glory there. Pray for 
more glorying in tribulation, with expec- 
tation of coronation, 


Sun.—2 Thessalonians 1:3-12. 
Suffering for Christ. 

PraYER SuccEsTions: “Persecutions and 
tribulations that ye endure.” The only 
thing we can give to God is love; 
and the only thing we can take out 
of this world is character. Let us 
make it our care to be approved in 
afflictions as well as in all else in 
life, and let us love God enough to 
endure patiently all that He sends in 
love. We honor those who run well 
in a race and win the prize. Let us 
run the heavenly race with patience, 
“looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy 
that was set before him endured the 
cross, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne 
of God ... consider him .. . lest ye 
be wearied and faint in your minds”. 
(Heb. 12:1,°2). Pray for grace for 
every trial. 
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
